LEGAL DECISIONS. 


SECOND COMPTROLLER MANsvUR, of the Treasury, 
in a decision this week, holds that in determining 
the mileage of Army officers of the Corps of Engi- 
neers travelling without troops on duty and con- 
nected with works under their charge, the rate at 
which it is to be computed is eight cents per mile, 
unless the mileage is chargeable to the appropria- 
tion, “pay, etc., of the Army,” in which case the al- 
lowance is tbe amount authorized by law under 
said appropriation at the time the travel was per- 
formed. The distance for which mileage is to be 
allowed is to be calculated over the shortest ueually 
travelled route between the points named in the 
order authorising the travel, and the necessity for 
the travel is to be stated in the order and certified 
to by the officer issuing the order. In determining 
the mileage, no deduction is to be made for such 
travel as may be necessary on free or bond-aided or 
land-grant railways. 








In compliance with a letter from the Seevetery of 
War, relating to his opinion of September 14 lust 
in reference to claims of the Soldiers’ Home to 
funds forfeited by deserters, Comptroller Mansur 
bas revoked this opinion. He takes the definition of 
forfeiture to mean nothing more than au act of in- 
capacity to recover by reason of “misconduct, 
eto.,”’ on the part of the soldier. The Comptroller 
says that the pay to the amount of $9 per month is 
paid soldiers regularly. The retained pay of $4 per 
wonth for the first year,as well as ail allowanees 
due the soidier,as embraced under terms allowances 
as defined by Justice Field, of the United States 
Supreme Court, to mean everything which can be 
recovered from the Government by the soldier in 
considering his enlistment and services, except 
stipulated monthly compensation, as pay, are all 
—in the sense stated by Justice Field—that is lost 
to the soldier by reason ef his inability to recover. 


Rear Admiral ®. R. Franklin, retired, who was 
detailed as a member of the international Maritime 
Conference, three years 0, bas applied to the 
Court of Claims for additional pay of $5,000 as a 
member of the Conference. The Court has denied 
his petition on the ground that Congress provided 
for the appointment of Naval officers as members 
of the Conference, and also gave them their actual 
expenses, but did not contemplate that they should 
receive compensation other than that they received 
as officers of the Navy.

A recent telegram to Gen. McCook at Denver, 
stated that a company of twenty-one men at Wil- 
cox, Arizona, were arming themselves to go across 
the border to join the Mexican revolutionists. The 
troops at Forts Bowie and Grant were ordered to 
arrest any band of armed men moving southward.

A despateh from Cheyenne says: Trouble is ex- 
ted on the Shoshone Reservation from the efforts 
ing made by Capt. P. H. Ray, U Army, the 
military agent, to suppress polygamy among the 
Indians. ‘The captain last week called a number of 
Chiefs before him and ordered them to dispense 
with all their wives but one. Plenty Bear, the war 
Chief of the Arapahoes, who has two squaws, with 
whom he has lived for many years, said that be was 
too old to change his habite, and would die before 
he would obey such an order. Capt. Ray ordered 
him arrested, but the Indian police refused to obey, 
and Plenty Bear left the meeting very angry. Wa- 
shakie, Chief of the Shoshones, is also a polygamist, 
and his arrest has been ordered. He is guarded by 
8 number of Shoshones, who say they will not allow 
his arrest. 








COURTS-MARTIAL OF OFFICERS. 


Before a G.C. M, at Fort Logan, Colo., of which Col. 
Henry C. Merriam, th Inf., was president, and Ist Lieut. 
Daniel A. Frederick. adjt., 7th Inf., J. A., was arraigned 
and tried ist Lieut. Rich R. Steedman, Iéth Inf. Charge— 
“Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentieman.” Find- 
ing—“Not guilty, but guilcy of conduct prejudicial to good 
order and military discipline.” Sentence—*To be sus- 
pended from rank and command for one year, and to for- 
feit to the United States one-half of his pay for the same 
period. Thecourt is thus lenient in view of the peculiar 
and mitigating circumstances in this case.” In the forero- 
ing case of ist Lieut. Richard R. Steedman, 16th Inf., the 
finding of the court isa dangerous departure from a long 
established and almost unbroken line of precedents—a de- 
parture, which, if allowed to pass unchallenged, must dim 
the lustre of military honor and lower the high standard 
which has ever been jealously guarded and maintained in 
our Army since the foundation of the Republic. Tne record 
in this case having been returned for reconsideration in this 
particular, and the court in its wisdom ——— seen proper 
to adhere to its original action, the reviewing authority 
feels constrained, in view of the uliar circumstances 
surrounding the whole case, to yield to the finding and gen- 
tenee, hig reluctant approval. It isaiso to be remarked in 
this case that the consideration of previous convictions is 
authorized by par. 3, G. O. 21, A. G. O., 1891, upon the trials 
of eolisted men only. The sentence will be duly executed, 
Lieut. Steedman will be released from arrest. APNA R.

GENERAL COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of a soldier tried at Fort Clark for desertion, 
etc., the reviewing authority, Gen. Wheaton, says: “ The 
accused objected to a member upon the ground that he had 
preferred the charges and was prejudiced. The challenged 
member denied the prejudice, but had preferred the 
cbarges. The challenge was not sustained. It should hare 
been. Itis not to be supposed that an officer will initiate 
and forward charges againsta soldier unless he believes 
them te be well fouuded, so that the act constitutes a clear 
expression of opinion adverse to the accused. In this case 
a failure of justice would have resulted had not the accused 
by his plea of guilty to the charge of desertion deprived the 
court's error of its chief importance.”

In the case of third-class apprentice David Jacobson, 
tried by Court-martial, with Comdr. G. E. Ide, President, 
and Lieut. R. O, Bitler, J. A., at the New York Navy-yard, 
D-c. 9, 1893, for fraudulent enlistment, the sentence, was 
confinement on a receiving ship tor six months, with loss 
of pay amounting to $33.23. Examination of the record 
showed that the questions and answers were not distinctly 
recorded, the error being the same asin the case of EK. F 
Padmore, landsman, tried at Norfolk, Sept. 7, 1892. 

Secretary Herbert thereafter callea the attention of the 
Court to the fact that its sentence did‘net, in terms, provide 
tor the discharge of J m at the end of his confine- 
ment, althougb it referred to the final $20 usual in dis- 
charges, and that it should bave so provided. The Court, 
however,'upon reconvening, adhered to its sentence, where - 
upon the Secretary, in G. C. M. 0., No. 102, Dec, 18, 1803, de- 
cided as follows: ** While it is to be regretted that the dis- 
cipline of the Service should suffer by the escape from 
punishment of a man who has been found guilty ot the of- 
fence of fraudulent enlistment, it is better that such should 
be the case than that a manifestly improper sentence should 
receive the approval of the Department and thus becomea 
precedent for the guidanee of Courts-martial in future 
Ccaser, ° 

_“The proceedings, floding, and sentence of the General 
Court-martialin the foregeing case of David Jacobson, 
third-class apprentice, U.S. Navy, are accordingly disap- 
preved, und he will be released from confinement and re- 
stored to duty.”

HAWALIAN CORRESPONDENCE. 


THE correspondence accompanying the Presi- 
dent’s Message includes instructions issued to the 
various naval officers stationed at Hawaii, covering 
the od from June 6, 1882, to April 6, 1898, and 
consist of thirty-five typewritten pages. 

Under date of July 12, 1887, Secretary Mey in 
a dispatch to the Commander-in-Chief of the . 
fic Station, says: 

“In view of the reported unsettled condition of 
political affairs in the Hawaiian Kingdom, the De- 
partment is very desirous that there be a cordial 
and co-operative understanding between our Min- 
ister at Honolulu and the commanding officer of the 
naval force of the Pacific Station. Tae Depart- 
ment of State will indicate to the Minister the pol- 
icy which it is desirable to be observed, and, in 
order that the views of our Government may be 
discreetly and properly sustained, you will be 
pleased to keep yourself in constant communi- 
cation with Mr. Morrell, supporting him, if ne- 
pe weer § with the available force under your com- 
mand.’ 

The first reference to the present condition of af- 
fairs appears under date of Jan. 28, 1893, when 
ee Tracy telegraphed Admiral Skerrett as 

ollows: 

“When the Mohican is ready for sea, proceed 
with her to Honolulu with all despatch. The pres- 
ent Provisional Government of Hawaii is recog- 
nized by this Government and by all foreign Gov- 
ernments except England. Be vigilant in ty 
tecting American interests, and be prepared to 
meet any dapvger by which such interests may be 
threatened. Deliver to Minister Stevens, Hono- 
a the following despatch from the State Depart- 
ment.’ 

Under date of March 11, 1893, Secretary Herbert 
introduces Mr. Blount to Admiral Skerrett by ler- 
ter, which says: ‘* You will consult freely with Mr. 
Biount and will obey any instructions you msy re- 
ceive from him regarding the course to be pursued 
at said islands by the forre under your command.” 

Under date of Aug. 16, 1898, Secretary Herbert 
sent this message to Admiral Skerrett: 

**I desire to impress upon you, in the absence of 
United States Minister Blount, that your sole duty 
is confined to that of an officer of the Navy, although 
it is to be rformed in the spirit of the instruc- 
tions of Minister Blount, which doubtless have 
been seen by you. Protect American citizens and 
American property, but do nut give aid, physical 
or moral, to either party contending for the gov- 
ernment of Honolulu.” 

Some of the causes of Admiral Skerrett’s re- 
moyal from the command of the Hawaiian Station 
are indicated by the correspond On May 31, 
1898, the Admiral wrote: 

“As | have stated, I am of the opinion that the 
Provisional Government is solidly and ‘firmly es- 
tablished, and that their rule is bringing quiet and 
contentment to the islanders,”’ 

June 28, 1893, he wrote: 

“I must inform the Department that the stabili'y 
and solidity of the Provisional Government is not 
considered to be all that had impressed me so fav- 
a [t would appear that the iron heel of mili- 
tary law is really what serves to keep the Provis- 
ional Government in authority. One of the 
Government officials said to Minister Blount that 
he considered the condition of affairs here as bad 
as it had ever been.”’ 

A month later the Admiral wrote: 

“Surely the government they now give the people 
is the best they have ever had. I believe in their 
eventual success and have implicit faith in it.” 

Under date of Sept. 17, 18938, Secretary Herbert 
notifies Admiral Skerrett that he had misconstrued 
instructions,and directs him to afford to British sub 
jects and property such protection as has always 
been accorded by vessels of American ficets to the 
subjects of her Britannic Mgjesty, and the propert 
ee like circumstanves in the absence of Britis 
vessels. 

The next telegram, under date of Oct. 9, marked 
confidential, directs Admiral Skerrett to transfer 
his flag to the Boston, and proceed to San fran- 
cisco with his personal staff by the first mail steam- 
er. “It isthe intention,” he says, “of the Vepart- 
ment to transfer you to the command of the 
Asiatic Station.”’ A similar telegram of the next 
day directs Admiral Irwin to proceed to Honolulu. 

he instructions to Admiral Irwin do not appear 
in the budget. The only reference to them is the 
following paragraphin a letter from Admiral Irwin 
tothe Department, dated Honolulu, Nov. 14: “Il 
have carefull studied the instructions of the De- 
partment. They are pam clear to me,and will 
be carried out to the best of my ability.” 











A PERFECT WARSHIP OF HER CLASS. 


THE official report of thetrial board on the recent 
final trial of the armored cruiser New York was 
received at the Navy Department Dec. 16. After 
enumerating a pumber of minor defects of no mate- 
rial consequence, the board submits its opinion as 
follows: 

First—That the gune, gun carriages, and turrets, their 
fittings and appurtenances, work properly, and that the 
ship is well built and sufficiently strong to stand the shock 
caused by firing. 

Second—That the huli, engines, boilers, and dependencies 
have not upon this trial exhibited any weakness, breaking 
down, or deterioration. 

During the two bours’ trial at sea, under full boiler power 
at natural draught, the highest steam pressure was 160 

junds, the average steam peveeese was 140 pounds, the 

ighesat number of revolutions was 112, and the average 
number of revolutions was 106. 

The first day out the wind was of force five from the 
southwest, with a moderate but choppy sea. The second 
day the wiod blew strong from the northwest, abating the 
sea considerably. Under these conditions the ship was re- 
markably steady, especially in the trough of the sea on the 
first day. Her rolling motiop was slight and easy, though a 
good number of the crew were made seasick. The ready 
obedience of the ship to ber helm drew forth the favorabie 
comment of the pilot, as it had impressed the members of 
the speed trial board in May last, and this board is of the 
opinion that no question of unseaworthiness or of instabil- 
ity will ever arise with regard to the New York; that when 
she has been given suitable opportunity for gettiog into 
proper sbape, as a well-organized, well-equipped, and well- 
oe mav-of-war, she will bave no superior afloat of her 
Claas, 

The mean speed at full power, at natural draught, as 
shown by two Bliss paseat logs, was 15.84 knots. This low 
speed was probably due to the poor quality of thecoal used, 
to great draught of water, and to foul bottom, :

WHEN the Marion sails for the Mare Island Navy- 
yard, early in the new year, she will be filled up 
from the vessels of the China station with all of the 
officers and men whose cruises shall have expired.

ALTHOUGH Secretary Herbert has authorized the 
rebuilding of the Hartford at Mare Island, there is 
no prospect that work can begin on her for at 
least @ year. The estimates for repairs to naval ships 
for the next fiscal year, a part of whioh it was in- 
tended should be used to commence the work of 
rehabilitation, are smaller than for thirty years, 
and will all be required to keep the vessels now in 
commission in repairs. This does not include, 
further, several new ships which have been added 
to the Navy in the last six months and more that 
will follow during the coming year. Congress will 
oppose any direct appropriation for the work of 
rebuilding her, and as the policy isto cut down 
appropriations for the Navy, there is little doubt 
that the estimates for the Bureau of Construction 
will be increased in order to allow the work on the 
Hartford to commence. It is estimated that fully 
$450,000 would be required to fit her out,

t of the Yarrow tvpe. Her dimensions are:

at a mean draught of 6 ft.about 710 tons. She is armed 
with one 12-pounder quick-firing gud placed on the 
forward conning tower, and having a practically 
all-round range; two similar 6-pounder guns, one 
on each side; and one 6-pounder gun on a bigh 
mount near thestern. Three 18 in. torpedo tubes are 
also fitted, one being fixed in the stem for right- 
ahead firing, and the other two swivelling, for side 
firing. The Admiralty have ordered no less than 18 
similar vessels to be constructed by leading builders 
of such ships.

THE CASE OF COMMODORE STANTON. 


Commodore O. F. Stanton, U. S. N., 10 Granite street, New 
London, Conn. 


Srr: While you were in command of the South 
Atlantic Station, on board the flagship Newark, the 
Honorable Secretary of State brought to ~y | atten- 
tion a complaint made by the Brazilian Goyern- 
ment, to the effect that you had in the harbor of 
Rio de Janeiro saluted the fas of Adwiral Mello, 
then an insurgent against the lawful authority of 
Brazil, a nation on friendly terms with the United 
States. The Department at once sent you a copy of 
the complaint made by the Brazilian Government, 
by cable, and asked an explanation. [n reply it re- 
ee your telegram of Oct. 25, 1893, explaining as 
follows: 

“After anchoring, reeeived visit from aide de 
cawp of Admiral Mello, flying Brazilian flag. 
turned said visit. Saluted brazilian Admiral afloat. 
Salute was returned by same.” 

The Department considered this action on your 
part, thus explained, as a yiolation of Article 115, 
United States ne! Regulations, which provides 
that “no salute shall be fired in honor of any nation 
not formally recognized by the United States.’’ 
You also stated in your telegram of explanation 
that before anchoring you saluted the flag of Brazil 
by twenty-one guns, and that this salute was re- 
turned by the Government fort. This salute was 
proper and regular, and satisfied all the require- 
ments of courtesy to Brazil asa nation. Your sub- 
sequent salute to the Brazilian Admiral the De- 
partment could not consider a8 other than a 
separate and distinct sompliment to Admiral 
Mello, who, at the time, as you know, was in re- 
volt against bis Government, and had, therefore, no 











Stetes Naval officers any such courtesy, An order’ 
was, therefore, issued on the 25th of October disap- 
proving your act, detaching you from command of 
the naval torces on the South Atlantic Station, and 
ordering you home. 

In your letter of the 6th of December, giving at 
my request your reasons for the act thus 
proved by the Department, you stated that you re- 
garded the Aqu as a Brazilian man-of-war 
and the flagsnip of a Brazilian admiral. The De- 
partment cannot conceive how the A nm wae 
to be regarded as a Brazilian man-of-war and the 
flagship of a Brazilian admiral, entitled to all the 
courtesies as such, wihien ds stated in your letter of 
the 7th of December you understood, before you left 
the waters of the United States in command of the 
Newark, that Admiral Mello was in revolt against 
the recognized government of You also 
stated that, before you saluted, Capt. Terry, of the 
Newark, discussed the matter with you and advised 
against a salute, 

There seems to be some difference between your 
recollection and Capt. Picking’s of what occurred 
between you and the latter officer prior to the 
salute. Hesaysin an official letter to the Depart- 
ment dated Nov. 4, 1893: “1 regret very much I was 
unable to induce Commo. Stanton not to fire the 
salute to Admiral Mello, 1 wason board the New- 
ark before this was fired, atid [ informed Commo. 
Stanton that the vesssls coming in here with a 
knowledge of the conditions did not salute Admiral 
Melio. [also informed bim that Admiral Mello and 
the naval officers who were not loyal to the govern- 
ment had been deciared deserters; also that the use 
of the national flag had been denied to Admiral 
Mello.” Replying to this statement of Capt. Pick. 
ing’s you say in your letter of the 7th: “In thecon- 
versation 1 had with Capt. Picking on board the 
Newark in the harbor of Rio on the occasion of his 
first visi during which he informed me that he had 
saluted the fag of Admira: Mello and that the com- 
manding officers of the Italian ships had done the 
same, I understood him to say that the commanders 
of the German ships bad not saluted. I do not thiok 
he said that naval officers coming in now, under- 
standing the situation, did not salute.” You do not, 
however, deny that Capt. Picking did adyise agatnst 
the salute; and you also admitted in your letter of 
the 6th that “‘ when Capt. Picking, of the Charles- 
ton, came on board he told me that be had saluted, 
but tbat it was before Peixoto bad declared the re- 
volted forces traitors and rebels.” 

Thus,it appears, First: That you knew before you 
left the United States that Mello was in revolt 
against his Government. Seoond: Taat Captain 
Terry, captain of your flagship, advised you not to 
salute bim. Third: That Capt. Picking, who had 
been in command for some time before you reached 
the harbor of Rio, and who was acquainted with 
the situation also advised you not tosalute. Fourth: 
That you had been informed that President Peixote 
bad declared the revolted ferves traitors and 
rebels. 

The Department thinks you Committed a grave 
error of juagment, and that the facts and circum- 
stances surrounding you at the time were su flicient 
to have warned you againstit. Your Government 
had not recognized or authorized you to recognize 
Adwiral Mello and bis forces as entitled to bellig- 
erent rights. It does not alter the case that when 
you called on bim and when he returned the cali, 
**he was dressed in the uniform of a Brazilian Rear 
Admiral.” Although wearing that uniform, you 
knew that be was not wearing it in the service of 
his Government, A course of reasoning which 
holds that a Government or a flag gives status to an 
officer in epite of whatever he and his Government 
may do is evidently not sound. Your salute was 
given to Admiral Mello within sight and hearing of 
the people of.the capital of Brazil, and it natur- 
ally tended to encourage his supporters as wel} ae 
to offend the supporters of the Government. 

The Department notes your statement that Com~- 
modore McCann, U. 8. N., who commanded the 
U. 8. naval forces on the Pacific station during a 

ortion of the Chilian revolution, was saluted by a 

Ybilian commodore who was in revolt, and that 
Commodore McCann returned the salute. I bave 
examined into this matter, and it does not appear 
that this action on the part of Commodore McCann, 
or of other officers who may have given like sa- 
lutes to Chilian vessels in revolt at that time was 
ever approved by the Department, or that it was 
ever brought to ite attention—unless such inference 
may be drawn from the fact that the new regula- 
tions of the United States Navy, promulgated Feb. 
25, 1893, contained for the first time the regulation 
providing that *‘No salute shall be fired in honor of 
any nation not formally recognized by the Govern- 
ment of the United States.” It is not to be sup- 

that the Department, when inserting this 
article in the regulations, believed that a naval offi- 
cer of the United States would fire a salute to a na- 
val officer in revolt against his government, and 
then claim that the salute was really in honor of the 
goverpwent against which the officer and bis forces 
were at war. 

The Department bas never for a moment consid- 
ered that you were intentionally guilty of wrong in 
this matter, but only that yeu committed a grave 
error of judgment. For this reason, and to satisfy 
the authorities of Brazil, who were offended at your 
action, you were detached from your command, 
The Department, now feeling assured that no fur- 
ther action will be necossary to prevent the recur- 
rence of such errore, will soon as practicable restore 
you to command. Tre San Francisco being recently 
nearer to the seat of trouble iu South A™erica than 
any other ship, was ordered there with Admiral 
Benham, Commander of the North Atiaucic station, 
on board. This made it necessary to put Admirai 
Benham, who will be ranking officer when he ar- 
rives in South American waters, temporarily in 
command of the South Atlantic station. You will 
at once be put in charge of the North Atlantic sta- 
tion, avd when it is convenient for the San Fran- 
cisco to return to North American waters you will 
be transferred to the station from which you were 
detached. Lam, very respectfully.

SECRETARY OF THE Navy HERBERT made an elo- 
quent reply to the toast * The Navies of the Past 
and Present,” at the combined reception and ban- 
quet given Dec. 16, at Deimonico’s, New York City, 
by the Sons and Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution, in commemoration of the anniversary of 
the “Boston Tea Party,’’ and in honor of Prof. 
John Fiske, the historian. In the course of it he said: 
“Our Navy is once more the pride and hope of our 
country. We have now a corps of naval officers 
thoroughly representative of our country in phy- 
sique, in education, in morale, in patriotism; and 
there is no body of men in the world that is its su- 
perior. Only a few of them, those at the top of the 
list, bave had their mettle tested. The others have 
grown up in times of peace, but whenever the time 
does come, and I hope it may be a long way off, that 
they are to be tried in battle, 1 venture the predio- 
tion without any qualification that they will prove 
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THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 

Out of the tangle and discussion of the vexed 
Hawaiian question this much clearly appears— 
President Cleveland has based his action with re- 
ference to the restoration of the queen upon a con- 
dition of affairs concerning which he was to some 
extent at least misled, for he entertained the belief 
that the Provisional Government of Hawaii had so 
little foundation that it would surrender at discretion 
upon the mere suggestion of his disapproval of the 
methods by which it came into existence. He 
further assumed that the Hawaiian queen was so 
intrenched in the affections of her people that his 
moral support was all that was required for her re- 
storation and the resumption of the old order. Had 
these assumptions proven well founded we should 
at least have the satisfaction of knowing that the 
dignity of the United States had been maintained, 
whatever differences of opinion there might have 
been as to the judgment shown in throwing 
the weight of our approval in favor of a monarchical 
government. As it is, we are placed in the unen- 
viable position of issuing an edict which has not 
been respected, and which there was no authority 
to enforce. The matter has ended where it should 
have begun, in the reference to Congress of a sub- 
ject of which they alone can speak with effect, con- 
trolling as they do the treaty-making power and 
the power to make war. 

Among the various misapprehensions which seem 
to be inseparable from this case is the misunder- 
standing of the temper of Liliuokalani, shown in 
the statement that her refusal to occupy the throne 
is due to her unwillingness to accept the require- 
ment of General Amnesty. This does not accord 
with the usual estimate of her character, or with 
the statement of Mr. Blount that she surrendered 
the throne to avoid bloodshed. She does not appear 
to be possessed of that quality of sovereignty which 
has led those of a royal race to risk a head rather 
than yield a point of prerogative. 

The people of this country are prompt to respond 
to any declaration of high principle, and there will be 
cordial agreement among men of all parties and all 
opinions with this statement of the President’s 
message: 

The law of nations is founded upon reason and justice, 
and the rules of conduct governing in individual relations 
between citizens or subjects of a civilized State are equally 
applicable as between enlightened nations, Tbe considera- 
tions that international law is without a court for its en- 


forcement and that obedience to its commands prac ly 
depends upon good faith, instead of upon the mandate of 8 
superior tribupal. only give additional sanction to the law 
iteelf, and brand apy deliberate infraction of if not merely 
as @ wrong, but as a disgrace. A man of true honor pro- 
tects the unwritten word which binds his conscience more 
scrupulously, if possible, than he does the bond, a breach of 
which subjects him to legal liabilities, and the United States 
in aiming to tain itself as one of the most enlightened 
of nations would do its citizens gross injustice if it applied 
to its international relations any other than a high standard 
of honor aod morality. 

On that ground the United States cannot properly be put 
in the position of countenancing a wrong after its commis- 
sion any more than in that of consenting to it in advance. 
On that ground it cannot allow itself to refuse to redress an 
injury inflicted Ld an abuse of power by officers 
clothed with its authority and wearing its uniform; and op 
the same ground, if a feeble, but friendly, State isin er 
of being robbed of its independence and {ts sovereignty by 
a misuse of the name and power of the United States, the 
United States cannot fail to vindicate its honor and its 
sense of justice by an earnest effort to make all possible re-

principle, but with its application, 
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WE learn that the action taken by Acting Rear 
Admiral Stanton in saluting and visiting Admiral 
Mello did not accord with the judgment of the 
captains of the other vessels under his command. 
The ground of their objection was that Mello 
had no right to fiy the Brazilian flag, as he had 
been denationalized by a pronunciamento. This 
put the action of Commodore Stanton in a some 
what different light, and makes it more difficult to 
explain why he should have felt called upon to set 
himself in opposition to what is now seen to have 
been not only the policy of of our State Denart- 
ment, but the general judgment of our naval offi- 
cers upon the spot. The recent action of our Gov- 
ernment makes it clear that it intends to insist upon 
the Monroe doctrine, and has decided to strengthen 
our squadron in Brazilian waters in order that it 
may declare its policy with an emphasis that is not 
to be misunderstood. 








An official investigation of the administration 
and discipline at Fort Sheridan, Ill., will probably 
soon be ordered by the War Department. Repre- 
sentations have been made to the Secretary in con- 
nection with the killing of Capt. Hedberg, which 
makes it almost necessary that an official inquiry 
should be instituted to not only ascertain the im- 
mediate cause of the homicide, but to find out the 
state of discipline which existed’at the post for 
some time prior to the killing. From the published 
reports it would appear that it had been common 
talk at the post for some weeks prior to the un- 
fortunate occurrence that both officers were going 
around with pistols in their pockets in anticipation 
of the encounter, which finally took place. As- 
suming this to be the fact, the question arises as to 
whether those in authority were acquainted with 
the circumstance, and if they were, why steps were 
not taken to disarm or at least prevent the meeting 
of the two officers. It is understood that an offi- 
cer of the Inspector General’s Department will be 
sent from Washington to make a thorough investi- 
gation of all the circumstances connected with the 
shooting. There is also talk of a Congressional in- 
vestigation, which would certainly be ordered in 
default of action by the War Department. 


THE Committee on Naval Affairs devoted its en 
tire time at the meeting on Tuesday to the con- 
sideration of Mr. Holman’s resolution regarding 
the payment of premiums to contractors for ex- 
ceeding the speed and horse-power requirements 
in the vessels built for the Navy. Mr. Holman 
was present, but did not addressthe committee. 
He introduced Mr. J. Hale Sypher, a Washington 
attorney, to the committee, and Mr. Sypher made 
a long statement in regard to the allegations of the 
resolution. He attacked the premium system, and 
reflected on the administration of the Navy De- 
partment under Secretary Tracey. He had no facts 
to sustain any of the allegations of collusion be- 
tween the officers of the Navy and contractors, and 
his statement did not have much weight with the 
committee. Commodore Sampson, chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, was at the committee room, 
to be heard on the estimates for the next fiscal 
year, and the committee took advantage of his 
presence to ask his opinion of the premium system. 
He gave it his entire approval, and told the com- 
mittee that it was of great advantage to the Gov- 
ernment, resulting in much better work being done. 
The committee did not agree to a report on the res- 
olution. 


In view of the controversies which now agitate 
the military service, how fortunate it is that our 
thoughtful authorities should have sent to every 
post commander more than a year ago a little vol- 
ume known as ‘‘The Oomplete Debater.” With 
this in reach of every officer there need be no excuse 
for irregular discussions, and should some garrison 
wrangler, senior or junior, wander from his point, 
he will be called at once to order by possessors of 
the well-thumbed copies of the ‘‘ Debater.” Such 
controversies as that reported by Oaptain Derby, 
late of the Topographical Engineers, in his 
‘¢Phoenixiana,” are no longer possible to our Army, 
for it is within the knowledge of everyone, 
who is informed as to the rules of debate, 
that no one can be laid on the floor so 
long as proper respect is shown to the motion to 
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lay on the table : and in the crisis of such a bat- 
tle as that described by Phenix, a motion to ad- 
journ or indefinitely postpone, which is always in 
order in the proper place, could be used with tell- 
ing effect. Indeed, a judicious use of the privileged 
questions provided for in parliamentary law might 
be substituted for arbitration as a means of settling 
international disputes, and possibly it might prove 
equally effective. The recent transference of the 
Hawaiian question to the halls of Congress is, for 
example, in the nature of a motion to ‘indefinitely 
postpone” on the part of the Executive. On the 
back of the cover of ‘* The Complete Debater ” ap- 
pears a recommendation of another volume of equal 
merit. It is described as ‘‘The Modern Bar 
Tender’s Guide, containing clear and practical di 

rections for mixing all kinds of cocktails, sours, 
egg-noggs, sherry cobbiers, coolers, absinthe 
erustos, fizzes, flips, juleps, punches, lemonades 
and pousse cafés. There also appears on the cover 
a recommendation of ‘‘Dunbar’s Oomplete Hand 
Book of Etiquette, with directions as to bodily de- 
portment, self-respect, pedantry, speaking grace- 
fully and useful arts in conversation.” The use of 
this last volume to one who has availed himself of 
the information contained in ‘‘ The Bar Tender’s 
Guide,” is obvious. He will evidently need to ac- 
cept its instruction as to bodily deportment and 
graceful speaking, and by following its counsel may 
avoid that tendency to relapse into pedantry, 
which results from too free an indulgence in the lux- 
ury of mixed drinks. ‘* The Bar Tender’s Guide ” 
and the ‘‘ Hand Book on Etiquette” have not yet 
been issued to the Army, but their distribution will 
naturally follow that of ‘‘ The Complete Debater.” 








In the letter from Lieutenant Campbell, which 
appeared in connection with our article of last 
week on ‘‘The Oase of Sergeant Linse,” he 
said: ‘*Now, in time of peace, a Oourt-martial 
has no jurisdiction over the crime of homi- 
cide, for the Constitution of the United States 
expressly declares that ‘no person shall be 
held to answer for a capital or otherwise infamous 
erime, unless on a presentment or indictment of a 
Grand Jury, except in cases arising in the land or 
naval forc2s, or in the militia when in actual ser- 
vice of the United States, in time of war or public 
danger.’” Lieutenant Oampbell would ;appear to 
assume that the words he italicizes apply to the 
previous words, ‘‘ land or naval forces,” in the sen- 
tence, but this does not accord with the fact. It is 
well understood that their application is to the 
militia alone. The true meaning is as if the sen- 
tence read: ‘‘ No person shall be held,” etc., ‘ ex- 
cept in cases arising in the land or naval forces” or 
except ‘‘in the militia when in actual service of the 
United States in time of war or public danger.” The 
prohibition contained in this amendment does not 
apply at all to cases arising in the Army and Navy 
at any time, and the militia is excepted from this 
prohibition only when in the actual service of the 
United States in time of war or public danger. If 
the constitutional prohibition applies in time of 
peace, then any military offence punishable by 
death or imprisonment in the penitentiary can only 
be tried on a presentment or indictment of a grand 
jury; in other words tne jurisdiction of Courts- 
martial would be ousted and outed in the 
Criminal Oourt of the United States. We did not 
intend to be understood as endorsing Lieutenant 
Oampbell’s conclusions, and they were published in 
quotation marks as his and not ours. It would 
seem to be necessary, however, that we should 
make plain our own conclusions on this particular 


point. 


THE next number of the “Journal of the Military 
Service Institution” will contain an article by Cap- 
tain Zalinski on Army Organization, with com- 
ment and criticism by General Geo. W. Wingate. 
General Wingate commends Captain Zalinski’s 
proposition to develop the military strength of the 
country by educating youths in military matters, 
holding that this will not interfere with the militia, 
and requires no Congressional legislation, as our 
schools are under the control of the States. It will 
promote physical development, and the National 
Guard armories could be used for drilling the pub- 
lic school children. The boys would enjoy the 
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drill, and it would do them good. Where there 
are no armori2s, skating rinks or halls and fields 
could be used. The plan of military organization 
and drill has been tried by some Sunday schools to 
reclaim the street boys, with proof of its popu- 
larity. It issuggested that the Grand Army of the 
Republic could be made available to create a pub- 
lic sentiment in favor of such military instruction, 
and Lafayette Post, No. 140, G. A. R., Depart- 
ment of New York, has already taken action in this 
direction. It is further suggested that Army ser- 
geants might be made available for instractors, 
and we may add that the selection should inclade 
some of those on the retired list. There are other 
points in General Wingate’s excellent remarks 
which require more consideration than we can give 
them at this time. He speaks froma large expe- 
rience, and his suggestions are wise and practical. 








A BERLIN despatch states, as an evidence of Em- 
peror William's versatility, that in the space of a 
few days he drew up a plan of the winter mavewu- 
vres, went hunting and in two hours shot 385 hares 
aud conducted the orchestra at the new palace at 
Potedam when it played a march by B-ethoven. 








A SPIRITED movewent is on foot among regimental 
commanders and others high in rank looking to an 
increase of the pay of regimental sergeant-msajors 
and quartermaster-sergeants. These are the rank- 
ing non-commissioned officers of the Army, and the 
singular anomaly as to their pay bas been reiterated 
over and over again. Let us hope that the present 
agitation may be successful. 





Sznvice with Brazil’s President Peixoto may be 
rather dangerous, but according to a recent de- 
spatch from Pernambuco, it is likely to be lucra- 
tive. The despaton says: “It has been decided to 
grant the rather ‘steep’ price demanded by the offi- 
cers of his new dynamite cruiser, the Nictheroy, 
who were shipped in New York, viz.: $5,000 each for 
re-enlisting in his service, after the vessel reached 
this port, for three months’ further duty. The crew 
demand $800 each for three months’ additiona) ser- 
vice. This has been refused, and Peixote’s agents 
have offered the men $400. This has been declined, 
and unless the difference can be ‘split’ a crew of 
native Brazilians wil) bave to be shipped.” 








Durtne bis annual tour of Army posts Gen. Miles 
discovered that the Cheyennes in the [odian Terri- 
tory were in a most abject condition of want, and 
be has forwarded a report of their condition to 
Washington. Their wretched condition is due to 
the insufficiency of the appropriations which will 
not provide them with even the barest necessities. 
Gen. Miles was gone twenty days, He was accom- 
panied by his family, and, after completing bis offi- 
cial tour, enjoyed a week's bunt in the Wichita 
Mountains with Col. Cody. They found plenty of 
game on the Commanche Reservation, including 
wild turkey, quail, ducksand a few deer. 





NOTHING, says the London Telegraph, bas been so 
strange and remarkable as the change in popular 
feeling toward the army in the modern period. In 
the latter half of the seventeenth and all through 
the eighteenth century it was, as the authors of the 
“The Army Book for the British Empire" state, 
“an exotic institution,” unfamiliar and mistrusted. 
in the present era it bas become, in a certain sense, 
vational—partly through the cousolidation of the 
volunteer system, partly through the frequency of 
our little wars—in which the nation is interested, 
and of which it is,so far as it is allowed to be, 
proud. 





Mr. Hamiuton Masrg, in the Forum for Decem- 
ber, reports the result of an inquiry answered by 
all of the important libraries in the United States, 
as to the 150 most popular novels. It is interesting 
to note that Oapt. Chas. King’s “Colonel's Daugh- 
ters” appears in 42 per cent. of these lists, and his 
““Marion’s Faith” in 20 per cent. This isa high 
compliment to our Army author, and explains why 
the product of his pen is in such demand that he 
bas a continued story running in the current num- 
ber of Harper's Young People, and a finished story 
in Lippincott’s tor December.

GENERAL StR ARCHIBALD ALISON contribiited to 
the December number of Blaékwoed an extremely 
interesting article on the prospects of war in 
Europe, in which he expresses the opinion that 
slow but sure progress is being made towards a 
“war of giants.” ‘tbat the struggle will find Rus- 
sia and France on the one side and Germany, 
Austria and Italy on the other, is evident from the 
present localization of the various forces.” When

4,300,000 men. At present he reckons that the dual 
alliance (France and Russia) has in peace 362,000 
men under arms more than tbe triple alliance 
(Germany, Austria and Italy), but that the latter 
bas in war the superiority by 503,000,

Tue Army and Navy Club of Washington bas in- 
troduced an excellent course of lectures or taiks to 
be held in their comfortable club rooms for the en- 
tertainment of members. The first of these was 
given on Monday evening last by Surgeon General 
Sternberg, U.S. Army, and wasan admirable dis- 
cussion of the subject of, Bacteria, with which his 
distinguished reputation as a scientist is so promin- 
ently identified. Lt was a familiar taik in which 
Surgeon General Sternberg’s mastery of his subject 
was conspicuously displayed. He was occasionally 
interrupted by questions, and a running fire of 
these followed the conclusion of his lecture, which 
was illustrated by experiments with the bacteria of 
various deadly diseases, which were passed around 
in the audience, securely sealed up in glass tubes to 
prevent their spreading infection through the Army 
and Navy. Surg.-Gen. Sternbesg relieved his au- 
dience by rewarkinog that most bacteria were of veg- 
etable origipv, and that the great majority were use- 
tul or at least harmless, while the evil minded ones 
are gradually coming to the knowledge and control 
of medical science. As is well known, the Surgeon 
General’s labors in this field of scientific discovery 
have been important, and he called attention tothe 
fact that some of the most useful and important 
work in the Department of Bacteriology has been 
done by Army surgeons. About fifty were present, 
nearly all of whom, including the lecturer, wore 
the Loyal Legion button, and whose presence re- 
vived the recollection of a score of battle-fields. 
Among thew were Senatur Hawley, who presided, 
and Senators Gordon, Manderson, and Proctor, and 
a letter of regret at his inability to attend was read 
from President Cleveland. The succeeding lecture 
of the course will be given next week by Commo. 
Richard W. Meade, who has choseu Paul Jones for 
bis subject.

THERE was more than usual activity in naval 
matters this week, growing out of the determink- 
tion of the President to strengthon tht naval force 
in the South Atlantic Station, where it is believed a 
crisis will be reatbed Very soon, and the presence 
of a competént fleet will be necessary to prevent 
an invonvenient interference with American inter- 
‘ests. Orders were issued early in the week td pres 
pare the cruiser New York and the monitor Mian- 
tinomoh for sea with all haste, 8nd while no orders 
have been issued by the Department for these ves- 
sels to provocd to Rio, it is generally understood 
that both will sail the early part of next week 
tO join Admiral Benham, pow commanding 
the Station, with the Sah Francisco, as bis 
flagship, With the New York and Miantonomoh 
chere wetld be the most formidable array of war- 
ships of our Navy that the station has ever seen. 
In all, there would be six, all belonging te the hew 
Navy, in fine condition and ready for Sahy emer- 
gency that may arise. Four vessels, the Newark, 
C harleston, Detrott, and Yantie, are now attached 
to the station, the three first having been &t Rio 
since the beginning of the revolutionary inovement, 
and the latter still retmaining at Montevideo, The 
naval display is suid to be made, not within any in- 
tention of creatibg a tacit support either for Mello 
or Peixoto, but simply to be on hand whenever 
the end comes, to prevent harm to our interests 
pending a final settlement of all difficulties. Ad- 
miral Benham, who will command the station, is as- 
signed only temporarily, and wili resume his for- 
mer command when his presence from Brazilian 
waters can be spared. The action of Secretary 
Herbert, on Thursday, in restoring Commo. Oscar 
P. Stanton to duty and assigning him to the com- 
mand of the North Atlantic Station, closes the inci- 
dent which resulted in his detachment from the 
South Atlantic Station a month ago. Admiral 
Stanton, however, under the Secretary’s orders, 
will relinquish his command, and will be again as- 
signed to his former station, upon the return North 
of Admiral Benham. 





FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


Mr. Outhwaite, chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, took the floor ip the House dur- 
ing the morning hour on Thursday, to call up the 
bills reported from that committee. The first bill 
called was H. R. 4416, to pee Maj. Gen. George S. 
Greene on the retired list of the Army asa First 
Lieutenant of Artillery. Tbe bill met the opposi- 
tion of Mr. Bailey, of Texas, who objected to any 
further increase of the retired list, and advocated 
the entire abolition of that list. Mr. Outhwaite 
made an eloquent appeal for the passage of the biil, 
but owing to the lack ot a quorum in the House he 
was compelled to withdraw it, as Mr. Bailey raised 
the point that a quorum had not voted. 

Mr. Outhwaite then called up the bill, H. R. 199, 
to authorize the Secretary of War to appoint a 
board of review, to consist of three members and a 
recorder, from officers of the te A on the activeor 
retired list, to review the proceedings, findings and 
sentence of any court-martial for the trial of a 
commissioned officer or enlisted man, either of the 
regular Army or volunteer forces, where the ac- 
cused has been dishonorably discharged from the 
military service of the United States, or to review 
the proceedings, fiudings and devision of a retiring 
board, when an officer has been wholly retired from 
the Army. 

Mr. Outhwaite and Gen. Wheeler, of Alabama, 
advocated the passage of the bill,but it encountered 
the opposition of Mr. Bailey and his colleagues, 
Messrs. Culbertson and Kilgore, and the morning 
hour expired before a vote was reached. It will be 
the unfinished bueiness in the morning hour on the 
first day after the holiday recess. 

The House Committee on Appropriations Dec. 19, 
ordered Mr. Livingston to report the Fortifications 
Appropriation bill. The measure, as reported, car- 
ries an appropriation of $2,219.654, being $5,218,759 
less than the estimates and $5,599 more than was ap-
